We must also ask whether 76 
more miles or motorable 
roudy can be built in the 
next 10 years in those parts 
of Hongkong and Kowloon 
where apparently they will 
be most needed—namely the 
city arcos — without a 
maoasive decentralisation 
policy being. put into effect. 

—E chances of this seem 
remote—but then 80. is 
the prospect of 70,000 
vehiclos, .

If the next few months turn wet the odds must go back on Surrey to make 
ft six Championships in a row; with Glamorgan the dark horse likely to upset any 
calculations the best sides in the country may be inclined to make. 


The logie of all this is simple. 
Derbyshire have a sound side 
with particular strength in the 
seam attack with those old 
falthfuls Cll Gladwin, Les 
Jackson and Derek Morgan. Jf 
the wickets remain hard. and 
fastish these three can be «a 
mmateh-winning combination, 


The supporting bowling of 
spinners Edwin Smith and sklp- 
per-Don Carr is extremely use- 
ful,- while. the fielding. all round 
is right out of the top drawer 
by any assessment, Add the 
fact that Derbyshire are not 
likely to be disturbed by Test 
eolls, that they can knit inlo a 
kuen, compeient unit matth 
after match and you see why_1 
fancy their chances—U wickets 
remain dry and fast and hard.

But he said it would be 
virtually impossible and un- 
economic to devise a drain- 
age system capable of cop- 
ing with every eventuality, 


Root Cause 


Much of the damage—poartl- 
cularly to roid formations and 
base courses—will not necessarily 
become opporent immediately, 
Mr Inglis sald. ‘ 
‘The really serlous damage 
dope to tho roads. stems from 
damage done tp drains, culverts, 
nullahe, bridges, embankments, 
catchwaters ond so on. 

“We fear that much of this 
has not yet come to Ilght, Even 
when the effect is spcctacularly 
visible {n the shape of a big 
landslide or rond subsidence, 
fettiIng back to the root cause 
and assessing the extent of 
damage is frequently very dif- 
feult, 

“For instance, half a bridge 
collapset Ins, month at Kam 
Tin in the New Territories 
when what is normally o little 
stream became a raging torrent. 
Because the water-level still re- 
malns abnormally high {1 is not

find out exactly how badly they 
are damaged, 


“Again, we know that serious 
damage has been done to the 
Beacon Hill catchwater where 
the phenomenal rainfall of 28 
inches. In 24 hours was recorded. 
Over 20 sips occurred along 
four miles of this — catchwater 
alone—in an aren ‘where only 
minor silps have been recorded 
for the last 20 years, 


Full OF Silt 


“The catchwater Is now full 
of silt and badly broken In] 
parts, It wll] be several: months 
before the whole length has been 
cleared and we ore In ao posi- 
tlon to assess how much repair 
worl: ls necessary, 

“What the public sees in the 
way of fom-up road surfaces 
and gaping pot holes is langely 
superficial,” Inglis said, 

“Although exasperating to the 
road-user and likely to take time 
to put right It does not cause us 
any real worry, Nor will the 
bill for surface repairs: be pare 
licularly — out-of-the-ordinary— 
although ft is bound to be heavy 
because the damage is so wide- 
spread ind there ls so much to 
be don

“The strain-on the drainage 
system was accentuated by the’ 
amount of silt, boulders and 
other refuse carried down by 
‘he flood waters. Unprecedent- 
ed soll erosion contributed -to 
ihe amount of solid material 
brought down. -

“Erosion of.. hillsides . is, of 
course, en old problem in Heng- 
kong and common:to almost 
every part of the Colony, -
